To the Inhabitants of the Town of Raymond, in ihe County 
of Rockingham, in said State, qualified to vote m 
town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Odd Fellows hall 

in said Raymond on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March 

next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: ) 

1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make 
appropriations of the same as follows: For maintenance of 
the poor, for support of schools, for laying out and repair- 
ing highways, and building bridges and repairing same, and 
for all other charges arising within the town. 

3. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise to pay the fire company. 

4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for Memorial purposes. 

5. To see if the town will vote to make a discount of 
three per cent on all taxes paid on or before June 15, 1918. 

6. To see if the town will vote to raise the amount of 
money for highways necessary to obtain the maximum 
amount of state aid. 

7. To elect a delegate to the constitutional convention. 

8. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
purchasing a safe for town purposes. 
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9. To transact such other business as may legally come 
before said meeting.

REPORT OF WATER COMMISSIONERS. 


The increased expense of the water system the past 
year is due to the purchase of a sand screen, which was 
deemed best to have, that the pump might not be dam- 
aged and the meters clogged by the sand. The screen 
was shipped from Pennsylvania, and being unable to get 
all the parts till the latter part of November it was 
thought best not to install it until spring. 

It was necessary to clean out the wells, which should | 
be done every year, as the pipes were filled with rust 
and did not allow the water to run through. 

Another added expense, which to some might seem 
unnecessary, was the guarding of the water tank during 
a certain period. This was done by the request of the 
Public Safety Committee and the commissioners complied 
with their request. 

The amount of uncollected water bills is greatly re- 
duced from last year. Some over $200 is due from the 
B. & M. R. R., and will no doubt be received before the 
end of the quarter, and several bills have been collected 
since the closing of the books. Other conditions are about 
as usual. |

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Tax Payers of Raymond: 


The report of your school board at this time will only ~ 
cover the work of the past year, and explain the needs 
for the coming year. At the last session of legislature 
a bill was passed and became a law, changing the end 
of the fiscal year of the town from February 15th to 
January 31st, and changing the end of the fiscal year of 
the school district from February 15th to August 31st. 
At the close of the fiscal year on August 31, 1918, a finan- 
cial report of the school district will be issued, together 
with a complete outline of the various courses in our 
High school, the reports of attendance, and in fact a 
very complete outline of our school system. | 

The changing of the fiscal year requires an appropria- 
tion this year for the support of the schools until August 
31st. Another appropriation will have to be made to 
cover the school year from August 31, 1918, to August 
31, 1919. Beginning 1919 an appropriation will have to 
be made for the support of the schools for one year. The 
change coming this year requires the extra ape ee 
this year. 

Another new law passed at the last session of legis- 
lature requiring a vote being taken on medical inspection 
in all towns not having inspection. 


New ScHoot BUILDING. 


The new school building will be completed in time for 
the school meeting, and we sincerely trust it will meet 
with the approval of the taxpayers of Raymond. We. 
have honestly done our best to give you the best we could

for the amount of money you voted for this purpose.. 
This building has been erected and furnished within the 
appropriation. If we could have proceeded with this 
work without delays caused by various hearings, injunc- 
tions, meetings, etc., we could have provided you with a 
larger and better furnished building for the same amount 
of money. The advance in all building material has been 
enormous, and with a delay of four or five months this ad- 
vance has taken $2000 or $3000 right out of your build- 
ing. This is something to be regretted, and we want 
the taxpayers of Raymond to realize this very thing. 
The school district’s portion of the cost of hearings 
amounts to about $900. 

Your school board has been through trying times, and 
we trust when all things are carefully considered that 
you will realize that we have been working for the best 
interests of the town of Raymond in providing good 
schools for the children. No further outlay will be neces- 
sary except a little grading near street, possibly at a cost 
of $50. 

The state of New Hampshire is going to furnish pine 
seedling to reforest a portion of the grounds, without 
cost. The trees will be planted and cared for by the 
children. A plan of the entire property has been pre- 
pared by the state forester, with recommendations. This 
will be posted at the building for your inspection. 

The need of education is greater than ever before. Ii 
education amounted to anything before the war it is 
doubly valuable now. We must not lower our standard, 
for the future of the boys and girls of Raymond depends 
upon the trainnig they will receive in our schools. The 
greatest educators in the country claim that possibilities 
beyond our wildest dreams are going to be open to the 
trained boys and girls after this war. America is the 
deciding factor in this great struggle, and will dominate 
the world’s commerce and every country, great and little 
will look to her to supply the men and material to rebuild 
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the countries laid waste by war. College boys and girls are 
giving their lives for their country and their places must 
be filled in the educational and industrial pursuits. 

One thing we want to impress upon the parents, is the 
value of the State college, located so near us that its ad- 
vantages are perhaps not apparent. Right at our very 
door is one of the best colleges of the country for fitting ~ 
the boys and girls for the useful sciences of life. We are 
certain if as small a number as five Raymond boys and 
girls could graduate from New Hampshire College, then 
come back to Raymond and apply their knowledge to the 
home, farm, and schools—the result would be so satis- 
factory that education in Raymond would receive an 
incentive that would raise our standing in the educational 
line. 

The first High school graduation ever held in Raymond 
will take place in June, 1918. This is a wonderful event 
for this town and should be one to be long remembered, 
as a Start in the right direction. 

For years mention has been made of the Raymond 
High school. This expression has been misleading, for 
until two years ago, when our first year High school 
course was approved, the term High school has been ap- 
plied to what was really a grammar school, with possibly 
one or two High school subjects, but with no definite 
course that would eventually admit to a college. 

We would be pleased to have everybody visit the new 
school, especially when schools are in session, as we know 
you would enjoy the work being done and, at the same 
time, your interest in the children’s greatest undertaking 
will in turn be an incentive to the children and show that 
you not only support but are interested in the schools.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board and the Citizens of Raymond, N. H.: 


I have the honor to submit my fifth annual report and the 
eleventh in the series of the reports of the district superin- 
tendents. 

Since the last annual meeting of the district there have 
occurred several very momentous events which have had an 
important bearing on the local school situation. On the very 
day when the citizens had met and had so generously voted 
to erect a building near the town building to house the six 
elementary grades a destructive fire consumed the remodeled 
town building wtih its excellent equipment and its fine audi- 
ence hall. While this serious loss was suffered, the citizens 
are much to be complimented on their recovery of courage. 
‘Today Raymond has a new structure almost ready for occu- 
pancy and situated in an unrivalled location, where there is 
room for the future development of vocational and recrea- 
tional activities and free from all the distractions of the 
Town Square and the business section. — 

In spite of the great handicap of these losses, considerable 
progress has been made by our schools and all the state re- 
quirements have been met in full and in some cases they have 
been exceeded. The loss of all the text books, reference librar- 
ies, scientific instruments, industrial exhibits, piano and gen- 
eral supplies have been partly replaced: What we own is new 
and modern, adapted to the work of all courses pursued. As 
recommended in my last report the secondary or high school 
program has been extended through the sixth and last year 
or the twelfth year of school life. The program is now com- 
plete for all three curricula. Raymond has a six year high 
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school fully approved in every detail by the State Department 
of Public Instruction, and can admit its pupils directly to 
higher institutions of learning. The certificate received from 
the State Department has been framed and hangs in the wot 
school room. 

It is with no little pride that we are able to report that 
next June four Raymond young men and women will be 
graduated from the Senior High School. This class will have 
the great honor of being the first to be graduated within their 
own town. They will be prepared to enter college or such 
higher institution as they may elect to attend. 

The Junior High School will hold its second graduate in 
June. Raymond has reason to feel a sense of pride in having 
developed its schools so as to take their place as the best in the 
state. Only five other’ cities and towns have been able to 
make rapid enough progress in organization to receive the 
recognition of the State Department of Education. We have 
laid the foundation of a school system which will provide 
at comparatively small expense many educational facilities 
not usually enjoyed by smaller communities. 

The policy of your board has been directed toward the ac- 
complishment of very definite results, toward getting the most ~ 
’ possible for every dollar of outlay, toward anticipating fu- 
ture difficulties by advance steps of preparation; their aim 
has been to secure and to retain the services of teachers of 
unquestioned ability and of the highest possible training, and 
to provide sufficient equipment to get the results sought. This 
policy is certainly bringing desired results. , 

Our school rooms are for the most part orderly, the pupils 
are industrious and in many cases ambitious to ascend higher 
ou the ladder of attainment, standardized tests from time to 
time applied by the superintendent and teachers show better 
quality and a larger amount of ground covered. Raymond 
has every reason for pride in the present condition and 
achievement of its schools and especially for hope for a fu- 
ture full of still greater possibilities. 
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Within the current school year the eighth year pupils will 
complete elementary algebra, junior high cooking, sewing and 
dressmaking and two years of the four year French course. 
This means that classes graduating from the Senior High in 
1922 and thereafter will have had an additional year of work 
in each of these departments and their members will be able 
to obtain advanced standing upon entrance of college work. 
To do this, scholarship must necessarily be maintained at a 
high level. 

Since September Mr. Baker has taken charge of the in- 
struction in nature study and agriculture of the grammar 
pupils. This department is just now a very important one, 
when the country is calling for the most efficient and in- 
telligent handling of the food supply question, During the 
spring and the summer it is planned to cultivate home gar- 
dens under supervision. The state department and the food 
commissioner are urging that every pupil in the public 
schools of New Hampshire have a garden of his or her own, 
that the three staple products, corn, beans and potatoes, be 
raised in the largest quantity possible. This means, if car- 
ried into execution 30,000 home gardens cultivated by school 
pupils and $100,000 of crops harvested. Much was accom- 
plished last year in the state and in Raymond also, but the 
need this year is far greater and the call to duty more ur- 
gent. Literature from state and national officials and cards 
for the enrollment of pupils will soon be distributed. The 
following are the standard sizes of gardens proposed, but 
larger ones will be greatly appreciated provided they are 
well cared for.

A good suggestion might be that the local Food Conserva- 
tion Committee codperate with superintendent and schools 
in finding some way to assist in securing proper seed and 
fertilizer for a large school garden on the school land. 

There are few greater opportunities, if any, for render- 
ing service to our country than by the development of the 
practical arts courses in the schools. It is no longer an 
academic question as to their desirabality; it is now a stern 
duty that brooks no delay in hastening their progress. 
Prominent men and women, military, commercial, financial, 
agricultural, mechanical, electrical, chemical and scientific 
experts are every day making known the vital eee of such 
training in the schools. 

When the schools are established in the new building 
immediate steps should be taken to render the manual arts 
and agricultural work more effective. 

As the schools grow in power the citizens should make 
more use of their school building as a center of the intel- 
lectual life of the community. The reference books of the 
various departments are the best and the most authoritative 
works obtainable, and many citizens should feel it their 
right to visit the rooms for reading or discussion, or con- 
ferences. Cooperation will win over the most perplexing 
and troublesome obstacles. Let us get the most out of 
what we have available. 
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Following is a list of the periodicals now in use in the 
schools: The Literary Digest; Current History; Good 
Housekeeping ; Popular Mechanics; Lessons in Community 
and National Life (Printed by the Bureau of Education, 
Department of the Interior, in codperation with the United 
States Food Administration and used in all schools of the 
United States by request of the Federal Government). A 
daily French newspaper and other magazines could profit- 
ably be added. Contributions by citizens of similar scientific 
and literary periodicals, after they have been read, would 
be very much appreciated. | 

Recently a debating league composed of the smaller high 
schools in Rockingham county was formed to encourage 
training in public speaking and the discussion of questions 
of the day. This plan was formulated by Mr. Hall, the 
secretary of the County Y. M. C. A. The schools so far 
included are Robinson Seminary and Tuck High, Exeter, 
Newmarket High, Hampton Academy, Epping High and 
Raymond High. The first debate will be held at Epping on 
March 15, between Epping and Raymond High schools. 
Citizens should plan to attend and to encourage this work. 
It should be remembered that this is the first attempt and 
that little preparation could be made. Later the winner will 
meet another of the schools. 

Attention should be called to the legislation of the last 
general court requiring the local school boards to insert in 
the warrants for the annual meetings of the districts, an 
article relating to the adoption of medical inspection of the 
public schools. When rightly administered medical inspec- 
tion accomplishes much. The expense is not large. 

The experience of your superintendent in this direction 
in other towns makes it imperative to advise that this work 
to achieve the best results should be begun and carried 
out after the most careful study of methods employed else- 
where and should allow for some kind of “follow-up” sys- 
tem. No American community can well afford to be with- 
out this safeguard and protection. 
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The outbreak of war has given a new aspect to the 
school question. Eminent statesmen, military men, political: 
economists of distinction join in laying emphasis upon the 
vital part taken now and the increasingly important part 
that must be taken in the future by the public schools in the 
nation’s life. Democracy depends for its safety upon the 
intelligence of the citizenry. Stern duty then compells us 
in time of war when others are dying, that our civilization 
may not perish from the earth, to maintain at the highest 
level possible our standards of scholarship and training, and 
to build into the fabric of the nation’s life the lessons 
taught us by the mighty everits and heroic deeds of our day. 
No superficial, antiquated or partial school training will suf-_ 
fice for the young men or young women of 1918 and the 
years to come. All the faculties must be made ready for 
the exacting duties that lie ahead. 

At a recent conference of the state superintendents and 
the state commissioners of education of the six New Eng- 
land states, the following statement of views was made 
public: 

“The great war has deprived the nations of Europe of 
millions of their youth. The responsibility for the saving 
and the serving of the democracy of the future must rest 
upon those now at school. This situation requires that the 
work of our schools be so related to our country’s needs as 
to make the boys and the girls capable in the work of re- 
organization that awaits them. The schools must secure 
and retain teachers who will be able to lead,. and pupils 
must be kept in school for a longer period. It is important 
that we increase the emphasis that has been given to the 
subjects that deal with ideals of community and national 
welfare and international relationships. To these ends the 
schools should utilize such existing motives as will assist 
in developing these ideals. Teachers and the public must 
be made aware of the patriotic importance and dignity of 
the school. It is no time for retrenchment in education, nor

for a lowering of educational standards. Child labor re- 
strictions and attendance regulations, secured after years 
‘of struggle, must be safeguarded and protected. Any op- 
portunity for the proper training of children lost now to 
children involves risk to the success of the outer that 
is to be.” 

The local schools probably represent the most vital work 
done in the community ; they are an investment in the future 
more necessary to the security and the prosperous develop- 
ment of the town’s resources than any other. Character, 
ideals, training for noble purposes, for keen minds, for 
sound physical health, for capacity to act quickly and wisely, 
for steadfast adherence to the things that are eternally right, 
must be given the youth of the town that they may con- 
tribute their share to the stability, the honor and the un- 
sullied fame of our great republic. 

Acknowledgment is here made of the assistance and 
cooperation of the members of your school board, of the 
loyal, industrious teachers, of the parents, and the citizens, 
who have borne with us when we have not done all that | 
we should and have heartily supported us in carrying 
through the tasks we have undertaken.
